Abstract Of The Disclosure 

Mesoporous metal carbonate structures are formed by providing a solution containing a 
non-ionic surfactant and a calcium acetate salt, adding sufficient base to react with the 
acidic byproducts to be formed by the addition of carbon dioxide, and adding carbon 
5 dioxide, thereby forming a mesoporous metal carbonate structure containing the metal 
from said metal salt.
